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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1. 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 12/08/05 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 7-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although the Saegusa 
invention teaches an arrangement for scanning indicia including a rotary mirrored component 
rotatable about an axis and a plurality of stationary, folding mirrors, the prior art of record fails 
to teach, or fairly suggest either alone or in combination thereof, an arrangement for scanning 
indicia associated with objects passing in an advancement direction across a single horizontal 
window of a point-of-transaction workstation at which the indicia are to be electro-optically read, 
the arrangement including: 

an oscillator for oscillating a light beam, and for directing oscillating light beam to a 
rotary component for reflection form the tilted mirrors to the stationary mirrors for reflection 
therefrom through the window to multiple surfaces of each object; and 
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a drive for rotating the rotary component to sweep the oscillating light beam across the 
stationary mirrors and form a scan pattern of scan lines at and past the window and onto the 
multiple surfaces of each object-
